Your Directors submit herewith Statement of Financial Position of the Company with 
related Statement of Earnings for the fiscal year ended March 29, 1969, as certified by Thorne, 
Gunn, Helliwell & Christenson, Auditors for the Company. 


The Consolidated Statement includes the operations of our partly owned subsidiary, 
_ Gordons Super Markets ‘Limited and our wholly-owned pana Bolton-Ellis- Weaver 
Limited. 


Sales for the fiscal year reached an all-time high—the 30th consecutive annual increase. 


The new, modern warehouse at Sudbury has been fully operational since April 14, 1969. 
The warehouse at Orillia is being expanded to provide more up-to-date facilities for the 
handling of frozen food products. 


The Company continues to, assist selected affiliated retailers with their technical and 
financial requirements. Eighteen new markets were opened in the past fiscal year under the 
$uper $ave and Red & White Foodmaster programmes and many Lucky Dollar and Maple 
_ Leaf stores were enlarged and modernized. )

Keen competition exists within the industry for the consumers’ food dollar. The Company 
continues to improve and mechanize present warehouses wherever possible to compensate for 
the greater pressure on profit margins and rising operating costs.
